CHICAGO (A P )—This is a day 
for clock watching in big business 
offices and in brokerage houses. 
At 4:31 p.m. Central Daylight 
Time Judge Walter J. La Buy 
plans to make public his decision 
in the Du Pont case.

Form Is Unveiled 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Uncle 
Sam has taken the wraps off a 
new income tax form. 
It has fewer questions, fewer in­ 
structions and fewer blanks to fill 
then the standard form it will re­ 
place for many taxpayers. 
But it will be just as painful as 
ever when it comes to that final 
blank on the total tax due. The 
tax rate is unchanged. 
The short - cut 
form, 
called 
1040W, will be mailed to about 
17 
million 
Americans 
between 
Christmas and Newr Y ear’s. You 
can use it if your income con­ 
sists of wages and salary—regard­ 
less of the amount—plus not more 
than $200 of dividends

terest.

But he 
found “ no definitive evidence that 
the Soviet economic system has 
been able to generate more rapid 
industrial growth over the long 
run.” 
Hans Heymann Jr., of the Rand 
Corp., 
expressed 
doubt 
Khrush­ 
chev seriously expects to match 
the United States in per capita 
production by 1970. But Hej mann 
said the danger is not the timing 
of such a triumph, but a trend 
in the Soviet favor

Science Studies 
Total Eclipse 


Northeastern U.S. 
Given Solar Show 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Space-minded man stared at the 
firmament today as it unfolded 
one of its most m ajestic spec­ 
tacles—a total eclipse of the sun. 
On both sides of the Atlantic, 
observers watched as the moon 
alowly 
blacked out the earths 
source of light, leaving a radiant 
corona shimmering in the dark­ 
ened heavens. 
Clouds obscured it 
for 
many 
ground watchers 
in 
the 
Boston 
area, and interfered somewhat at 
Canary 
Island 
stations off 
the 
coast of Africa — both sites at 
which the eclipse was total. 
Astronomers and students, how­ 
ever, took to planes to soar above 
the clouds for a clear view of the 
celestial display. 
"The sun appeared to rise at 
6:41 a.m. at the eastern edge of 
a vast sea of clouds,” wrote AP 
staffer Don Guy, who watched it 
from a plane over Massachusetts. 
"It rose partially 
eclipsed 
and 
looked like 
a 
brilliant crescent 
with the horns pointing upward. 
"For nine minutes, as the sun 
rose, 
the 
moon 
progressively 
darkened more and more of the 
solar surface. Suddenly 
at 6:50 
the last brilliant streak of sun­ 
light vanished 
and 
the 
glowing 
solar corona ringed the moon. 
"Several astronomers noted the 
so railed 
Bailey’s 
Beads 
effect 
when an instant 
before 
totality 
the sun 
shone 
in 
long 
streaks 
through deep valleys on the edge 
of the moon.” 
On the earth below, the dawn- 
brignt landscape turned to night 
•gain as the sun disappeared. 
It was so dark at noon on the 
streets of Las Palmas, Canary 
Islands, that vehicles had to use 
their headlights. 
In many 
other 
parts 
of 
the 
world, partial eclipses were seen. 
In the Western Hemisphere, the 
eclipse was visible in varying de­ 
grees from Greenland to Florida 
and as far west as Michigan. 
In the Canary Islands, where 
scientists from five nations ga­ 
thered to study 
the 
eclipse, 
it 
could be seen through breaks in 
scattered clouds.

Texas and Nebraska are showing truly 
* remarkable 
stamina 
in 
the 
continuing 
drive by bureaucrats all over the nation 
to reach bankruptcy before 
the turn of 
the decade. 
While every other state now has a sales 
tax. an income tax, or both. Nebraska and 
Texas still thumb their noses at these har­ 
assm ents of the populace. Envious spend­ 
ers have not forsaken their dream s of en­ 
riching coffers with across-the-board lev­ 
ies. but the disease of taxation has large­ 
ly been stifled by maculations of g o o d 
sense in these two states. 
Nebraska, without the aid of revenues 
from gas and oil enjoyed by Texas, is one 
of the most s o l v e n t states in the union. 
With a constitution which safeguards its 
affluency by a c l a u s e stipulating “the 
state mav, to meet casual deficits, or fail­ 
ures in the revenues, contract debts never 
to exceed in the aggregate of $100,000. and 
no greater indebtedness shall be incurred 
except for the purpose of repelling invas­ 
ion. suppressing insurrection or defending 
the state,” public officials who might be 
inclined to let their enthusiasm for pet 
projects upset fiscal responsibilities find 
them selves on a tight rein. 
Nebraska's pay - as - you - go plan has 
been the butt of m any a joke by visiting 
dignitaries, particularly when they en­ 
countered projects half - finished waiting 
for money to finance completion. Will Rog­ 
ers. on a return visit to Lincoln, m ade the 
tongue-in-cheek observation that he was 
glad to see the capitol building 
progres­ 
sing so well—another story had been add­ 
ed to the still uncompleted building since 
he had been there 15 years before. 
Nebraska has the l o w e s t per capita

cost of government in the country — $55 a 
year for each citizen of the state. Deficit 
spending is a powerful opening wedge for 
increased taxation, and the Nebraska pro­ 
hibition against indebtedness m ay receive 
much of the credit for low taxation. Many 
of the states which now have general lev­ 
ies accepted them only after 
irresponsi­ 
ble administratiims vacated the capitals, 
leaving behind huge deficits for their suc­ 
cessors to tackle. 
Size of a business unit has no bearing 
on f i s c a l responsibility. Any 
body — 
whether it is a government, a corporation 
or a lam ily — which cannot live within its 
m eans is derelict in its responsibility. N e­ 
braska has provided a valuable lesson in 
tile conduct of public affairs which the oth­ 
er states — and the federal government 
as w ell—have chosen to ignore. 
Only historians from a distant vantage 
point will be able to accurately assess the 
dam age to public morals caused by ir­ 
responsible leadership, but it is evident 
that respect for political representatives 
is not enjoying a peak period in American 
history. 
it m atters little to Nebraskans whether 
the rest of the nation follows their exam ­ 
ple, but it should matter greatly to those 
who live outside her borders.

Your Tax Bill 


To Go Higher 


U.S. Take Leveling 
But- State, Local 
Tax Due To Climb 


By SAM DAWSON 
AP Business News Analyst 
NKW YORK (AP)—Think your 
tax bill is high? Just wait, Broth­ 
er, you haven’t seen anything yet. ; 
Federal taxes have leveled off 
—except for that boost in the gas­ 
oline tax. But state and local ex­ 
penses continue to rise—-and that 
adds up in the end to only one 
thing: Higher taxes. 
lf you live in a city, the land­ 
lord is likely to come around and 
say the rent must go up because 
the property tax has risen. 
lf you live in large or small 
communities you are told that the 
school tax must go up because 
there are so many more children, 
that the property tax must go up 
because there is so much more 
need for services, and that the 
sales tax must go up, too, be­ 
cause there are so many more 
public employes to be paid. 
In states that have income taxes 
the story is the same. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
In Washington takes note of the 
national trend in its living cost 
index. One of the reasons the gen­ 
eral index continues to rise, de­ 
spite occasional tem porary relief 
from seasonal drops in food prices 
is that taxes are on the upgrade. 
The Department of Commerce 
reports that taxpayers are turning 
over a record 16 billion in taxes 
to the states in which they live. 
A private research group, the 
Tax Foundation, notes that in the 
last six years state spending has 
risen from 
13 billion dollars a 
year to more than 22 billion, and 
that local spending has shot up 
from 15 billion to 25 billion dol­ 
lars. 
The fast growth in population 
gets most of Hie blame. But there 
are other factors: The increased 
cost 
of 
materials, 
higher 
pay 
scales for government employes, 
and a big jump in the num ber 
of these public servants. 
The number of federal civilian 
workers has Icicled off at roughly 
2U 
million. But the number of 
employes at the state and local 
government 
levels 
continues 
to 
rise. It is now around six million, 
almost double what it was at the 
end of World War II. 
This rise in the total on the pay­ 
rolls has been accompanied, quite 
understandably, by a climb in the 
pay per person. 
Combined with what state and 
local authonties pay out for new 
facilities, this has pushed spend­ 
ing to its record level. It seems 
sure that the spending will hit a 
new high in the present fiscal pe­ 
riod. 
It will still outstrip the income 
derived from rising taxes. It will 
be met by more borrowing. Some- 
time the taxpayer will have to 
foot the bill. 
The 
answers 
One 
is 
to cut 
spending. The other is to raise 
taxes. 
Neither 
is politically 
popular. 
But some day one or the other 
must be faced.
